GUNS AND AMMUNITION FOR YUMCHOW. 

Brigadier- “General Li Chun applied.to the 
Viceregal yames for guns and ammunition fot 
the use of the two regiments newly recruited 
in Sung. Hing and Yumchow, ULE. Viceroy 
Chang, accordingly, ordered that sufficient am- 
munition should be sent. from the arsenal: 
of Canton. The officer-in-charge delivered 514 
Mauser repeating: rifles (257 for each regiment) 
with’ 100,00) cartridges to Liemtenant Yang 
who! was’ deputed to forward them by’ the 
Chinese cruiser: Fué Po.
